Of all the many contemptible, quit-the-war policies put for- 
ward by supporters of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, che least manly is that 
which declares that Canada has exhausted her. fighting material 
and from now on should conte vt herself with being a provider of 
foodstuffs for the fighters in the field, Althouga in comparison 
with Allied nations our contribution has been puny, although in 
proportion to population we have furnished fewer fighting men 
than any other dominion of the Emdire, the precious crew who 
susrouud Sir Wilfrid Laurier urge that we should skulk behind 
the skirta# of our women and allow Britons and Frenchmen and 
Yankees t6 “do our fighting.
